But ſometimes he 
1s not able to corrupt the intent 
of a good worke, but oppoſeth ir 
in the ation it (elfe as 1t were by 
the way fide, that when one 
Subiunf?s makes account he goeth out more 
lapenter vi29, (ecure, by (erting vice privily to 
; rm gac ug dog him, he may be killed as it 
mah ur, were by treachery. But (ometimes 
he neither corrupteth the interuci- 
on, nor ſupplanteth by the way 
lide, but entraps a good worke in 
the end of the ation, and how 
much farther hee faines himſclte 
to be gone from the houſe of the 
heart, or the paſſage of the deed , 
he 
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he waiteth ſo much more craftil y 
to diſappoint an aRion at the 
zjournies end- : and by what 
meanes he makes every one that 
is not wary ſecure by thinking 
him farre enough off, thereby hee 
fuddenly 1uns them through with 
a harder and more incurable 
wound, For ſo kee contaminates

Chriſt 
molt obedienily ſubmitted Iim+ 
ſelfe tothis Dec: ee of his Father, 
H-reupon it may bee truely ſaid, 
The Sayjour of the world d:d 
hang upon the Croſſe foure and 
thirty yeares, For the intention of 
Chritt went all his life long to- 
ward the Croile, did cleave to 
the Crolle * Thu Commandement 
he 1eceived of hia' Father.

his Fore-fathers, ſlew Fames the 
Sonne of Zebedee , a molt holy 
mang God paſſcd by that : Hee 
caſt Peter in Priſon, neither was 
hee puniſhed of (30d for this, hee 
added more outrages to the for« 
mer, neither yet did God revenge 
that. Bur when he made an Ora» 
tion, glittering in Royall Appar- 
rel}, not to inſtru ce people, but 
fo his owne oftentauon ſake, 
and the multitude gave a Shout : 
The woyce of «a God, and not of a 
man, iamediately the Augell /mote 
him. becauſe he gave not GOD 
the glory, and hee was eaten of 
Wormes , and gave up the ghofe. 
Hee hath hin ſure enough, Hee 


| to0ke away a mars life. and God 


held his peace , hee would have 
fiollen the glory from God, and 
here God riſcth in his owne dc» 
fence, and he was conſumed of 


| Wormes, and gave up te ghoft. 


He paid ſodeare for Wind. Au- 


guſtine rightly pronounceth a-

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aint Herod, Lord hee that wil

thou ludgeſt, nor [hall be delivered 

when thou condemne/t. 
There are two ſpeciall things 
to be found in all the Workes of 
God, Vrility, and Dignity: God 
would have the Vriility co come 
unto man, the Dignity hee hatch 
relerved to himſclfe. Byen as a 
famous Painter ealily yecldech. 
the Picture which hee made 
to anoti.ery accounteth that onely 
to be his, which hee writeth un-+ 
derneatin, Profogexcs invented its 
Timander made it , Apefes drew 
it. So likewiſe Ged : and for 
that cauſe aiſo hee 0:dained that 
the Offerings 18 timcs ſhould bee 
made in this wiſe, that Fleſh, 
ol Fruites, Bread, a1d pure Incenſe 
ſhould be offered rogerher, which 
hce 
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hee parted (o liberally, that whar 
profit ſoever was liereiny it ſheuld 
turne co the benefit of the Sacri» 
ficers, he required the perfume of 
the Incenſe onely for himielfe.
